Wo, the undersigned, have considered the application of Tex-Oon Oil Company, acting byi and
throwtfi R. Max Brooks, Architect, for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-In
gasoline filling station upon property situated at tho northwest .corner of the intersection of
tfeet 18th Street and fcamar Boulevard within the Olty of Austin, Travis County. Texas, and we hereby
advise that the following conditions exist;t

The property upon which this fill IAS station is to bo located Is designated as "0" Commercial
Use District AS shown upon the Zoning Haps of the City of Austin*

Storm sewer drainage facilities do exist adjacent to the above described property*

. We recommend that tho Tex-Oon Oil Company, acting by and through fl* Max Brooks, Architect, be
granted permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive- In gasoline filling station upon tho
abovo described property and to build concrete curbs, ramps and driveways in conjunction therewith
subject to the following conditional .

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall bo placed Inside of the property line, correct
lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment Is Installed* Lines and grades to be
obtained from tho Olty Dnglneerlng Department for entrances and driveways, building lines to be
approved by the Olty Building Znapector* That tho applicant shall confer with the Olty Bntflneerlng
Department ao to tho future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before
he starts any construction relative to tho filling station*

An appeal was made to the Board of Adjustment for ft permit but as this property IB
